|applied to the Philippines. The dispatch 
was brought to the attention of the state 
department and inquiry made as to how 
the action was brought about, as the 
Chinese government has been solicitous 
since American military comtrol was es- 
tablished in the Philippines that the 
| United States exclusion law ghould not be 
extended over the islands. 

The state department knew nothing of 
such an extension and made inquiry of 
the war department. The military au- 
thorities, however, were equally without 
information as to General Otis’s course 
in this. particular. Accordingly the Chi- 
nese officials were advised that any ac- 
' tion taken by General Ottis in applying 
the exclusion laws to the Philippines was 
'not the result of f jons sent from 
here, but was dou "due to an exer- 
cise of his authority as governor general 
of the Philippines.

Dreyfus at School. 

Major Lerond, a professor at the mill- 
tary school, described his relations with 
Esterhazy and Picquart, telling how 
Esterhazy attended the artillery maneu- 
vers of 1894 and 1896 and touching upon 
IPicquart’s subsequent inquiry as to 
whether in 1894 Esterbazy could have ob- 
tained secret documents relating to new 
inventions, to which inquiry the witness 
replied in the negative. ° 

The major added that during this in- 
terview Picquart sald he spoke in be- 
half of the minister of war. This Colonel 
Picquart afterwards denied. 

After Colonel Picquart's rebuttal, Colo- 
nel Jouaust announced it was Esterhazy’s 
turn to speak, but that as he was not 
present, the evidence which he gave be- 
fore the court of cassation would be 
ready. The clerk of the court, according- 
ly, read to an Inattentive audience Ester- 
hazy’s deposition, as published, in April 
last, 

The reading of Esterhazy’s deposition 
required an hour, during which the au- 
dience devoted most of its attention to 
M. Labori, whose appearance denoted no 
diminution of energy. The pallor which 
was noticed in hig face yesterday was 
replaced by a ruddy glow, though there 
were signs that he was suffering oc- 
casiona] excruciating twinges. 

After a brief adjournment M. Labori 
asked that three letters addressed by 
Esterhazy to the president of the re- 
public should be read, and the following 
passages from letters, which 
were published early in April last: 

In the first he (Esterhazy) said: 


Esterhazy’s Letters. 

“My house is illustrious enough in the 
annals of French history and in those of 
the great European cay§es for aie gov- 
ernment of my country to take care. not 
to allow my name to be dragged in the 
mui. IJ address myseaf, therefore, to 
the supreme head of the army and to the 
President of the republic, and I ask him 
to put an end to the scandal as he can 
and ought to do. If 1 should have the 
Sorrow not to be listenea to by the su- 
preme head of my country, my precae- 
tions are taken for my appeal to reach 
the ears of my heraldic chief, the sov- 
ereign of the Esterhazy family, the em- 
Peror of Germany. He Js a soldier and 
will Know how to set the honor of a sol- 
dier, even an enemy, above the mean, 
equivocal intrigues of politics. He will 
dare to speak out loud and strongly de- 
fend. the honor of ten generations of sol- 
diers. It {s for you, as president of the 
republic, to judge if you should force me 
to carry the question into that region 
An Esterhazy fears not anything or any- 
body if not God." 

In his second letter Esterhazy sald: 

“T am at bay and compelled to use all 
means in my power. A generous woman, 
who warned me of the horrible plot wov- 
en against me by friends of Drevfus, 
with the assistance of Colonel Picquart, 
has since been able to procure for me 
among other documents the photograph 
of a paper which she succeeded in get- 
ting out of that office. This paper, stol- 
en in a foreign legation by Colonel Pic- 
quart, is most compromising for certain 
diplomatic personages. If I neither ob- 
tain support nor justice, and if my name 
comes to be renounced, this photograph, 
which is today quite safe abroad, will be 
recalled immediately.”’ 

In the third letter Esterhazy said: 

“This document is protection for me, 
since it proves the scoundrelism of Drey- 
fus and is a danger for my country be- 
cause its publication with the facsim- 
lle of writing will force France to hu- 
miliate herself or to declare war. You

who are above empty quarrels in which, 


my honor is at stake, do r@t leave qe 
under the obligation of choosing be- 
tween two alternatives equally horrible. 
Compel Pontius Pilate of politics to make 
a clear, precise declaration instead of 
maneuvering to retain the votes of 
friends of Barabbas. 

“All letters that [: have written will 
shortly reach the hands of one of my 
relatives, who has had the honor this 
summer to receive two emperors. What 
will the whole world think when it learns 
of the cowardly, cold, cruelty with which 
A have been allowed to struggle in my 
agony without help, without advice. My 
blood will be upon your heads,”’

said Esterhazj's allegations that he was 
the right man of the general! staff was 
absolutely false.

Dreyfus, in reply, declared that he not 
only never said this, but had wyever 
thought it.

TO ESTABLISH A REGIMENT 


Of Colored Volunteers from Georgia 
and Florida. 


COULD BE RAISED IN TEN DAYS’ TIME 


Secretary Root Declines To Commit 
Himself, but Has the Matter 
Under Consideration. 


Washington, August 23.—(Special.)— 
Southern congressmen are strongly urg- 
ing Secretary Root. to estadlish one or 
more negro regiments under the latest 
call for volunteers. It is claimed that 
thousands of colored men al] through the 
arxioug to volunteer for ser- 
or in the 

pressurs 


south are 
vice either in the Philippines 
West Indies. The strongest 
upon the secretary of war in behalf cf 
the ‘enlistment of colored volunteers 
comes from Georgia and Florida, and it 
is said that those two states could fur- 
nish, at ten deys’ notice, enough colored 
troops to ecnstitute ten full regiments. 
The proposition is being vigcrously press- 
ed by Colone] John V. Ryan, of Jackson- 
ville, Fla.. who is a veteran of the war 
between the states. He was a colonel in 
an Ohio regiment, and at the close of the 
war took up his residence in Florida. The 
spark of military zeal still burns within 
him, and he js 7villing to accept a leu- 
tenant colonelcy or a major’s commission 
in one of the colured regiments, if estab- 
lished. Colone] Ryan says he proposes to 
remain here until the president returns 
to Washington, when the subject will be 
presented to the latter in detail. Colonel 
Ryan is armed with indorsements from a 
number of gouthern congressmen, includ- 
ing the two senators from Florida, Repre- 
sentative Livingston and Governor Can- 
dier, of Georgia. He says there Is a 
strong sentiment all through the south 
in favor of the cnlistment of colored vol- 
unteers, because of their pecullar fitness 
in the warm climate, either in the Philip- 
pines or in Cuba, or Porto Rico, for ser- 
vice. 

It is understood that this question was 
included in the budget carried to Lake 
Champlain by Secretary Root, for con- 
sideration by the president. Thus far 
Secretary Root hes declined tq commit 
himself on the subject further than to 
say that he is aware that the colored 
“regulars” make excellent soldiers. There 
is, however, a strong prejudicé@ existing 
in the war department against the en- 
listment of colored volunteers. It Is 
claimed by those opposing the establish- 
ment of colored regiments that the few 
regiments raised in the early stages of 
the Spanish war ceused no end of trouble 
and friction in consequence of the ungov- 
ernable race prejudice which exists. 

Colonel Ryan says his experience has 
taught him that there fs no difficulty in 
disciplining colored troops !f they are 
properly officered. He has an appoint- 
ment to meet Secretary Itcot tomorrow, 
when he will present documents to prove 
that the people of the south, frrespective 
of color or politics, would approve and a 
mafority earncstly desire the organiza- 
tion of at least one colored regiment for 
service in the Philippines or elsewhere. 
He says the colored men of the south are 
anxious to serve In the army, and they 
naturally chafe at being denied the right 
to fight for their country and the honor 
of its flag. Such a regiment, he says, re- 
crulted in Georgia, Florida and Alabama, 
would be immune against tropical fevers 
and unaffected by heat. Such a regiment 
could be recruited for military organiza- 
tions composed of mer well drilled and 
made ready for service within thirty 
It is net proposed that the war 
department shall depart, in any sense, 
from the statute of March 22, 1899, in the 
organization of the regiment requested, 
the ‘authcrization of such regiment being 
all that is asked, the president appointing 
all officers at his discretion.

at once by special train. Captain P. F. 
Gleason, of the Irish Jasper Greens, being 
the senior commanding officer in the city, 
at once askcd Mayor Myers to have the 
riot call rung, and the eleven strokes 
from the big fire alarm bell made the 
volunteers hurry to their armories.

A telephone message from Darien to- 
night stated that there had been no dis- 
order there at all, though it was feared 
on account of the threats of the mob 
Yesterday a party of Darien citizens call- 
ed on Jucge Seabrook here and requested 
him to call a especial term of court to 
try Delegal, fearing that a lynching would 
take place unless this was done. In the 
event of a lynching, a race riot was pre- 
dicted. Judge Seabrook was willing to do 
anything possible to prevent a disturb. 
ance, but things began to Icok more 
ominous, and precautionary measures 
had to be taken. 

According to the story, the alleged of- 
fense was committed nine montks ago, 
and it only became known when-the girl 
in question gave birth to a mulatto child 
a few days ago. Then it was she had to 
explrin, and she named Delegal as her 
assailant, stating that he had used force 
in accomplishing his purpose. She said 
che had not told it before because Delegal 
had threatened to burn her father’s house 
and to kill her father and herself in the 
event she informed upon him. 

The special train from Darien arrived 
tonight at 10:30 o'clock, western time, and 
Delegal was taken at once to Chatha.n 
county jail, where he wil) be safely 
kept. Captain Gleason left seventy-five 
men in Darien in command of Captain 
Grayson, to preserve order. 


All Quiet at Darien. 


The latest report from Darien said the 
negro mob had practically dispersed, and 
ro further trouble was anticipated. 

The name of the woman is Mrs. Matilda 
Ann Hope, a young woman aged twenty- 
two years.

The Storm Came Quickly. 

On account of the extreme heat and 
drought that has prevailed in this city 
for several months, it was expected that 
a storm of unusual severity would come 


| whenever the change in weather did ar- 


rive. These expectations were not disap- 
pointed yesterday, for it was one of the 
worst storms this city ever witnessed. 

About half-past 6 o'clock Yesterday af- 
ternoon a terrible eloud arose to the east 
of Athens, and in less than fifteen min- 
utes the wind was blowing at the rate 
of forty miles an hour. The whole city 
was enveloped in darkness, the electric 
lights were burnt out by 
charges of electricity, trees went crashing 
in several sections of the city, 
fences toppied over and houses creaked 
upon their foundations.

It is impossible to estimate the loss 
to business and trade involved in a 
yellow fever scare in our coast towns. 
In money value, it amounts to mil- 
lions, and, in addition to this, such a 
scare, or the presence of the scourge 
itself gives a blow to the enterprise 
and energy of communities from 
which they do not recover for many 
years. 

These remarks are suggested by the 
extraordinary success with which 
modern sanitary methods have been 
applied in the Cuban ports. Havana 
has been regarded as the headquarters 
for yellow fever. Until the Ameri- 
cans began to put in operation some 
of the modern methods of sanitation, 
the city was never free from the dis- 
ease at any season of the year. Breed- 
ing in that port, all outcoming ves- 
sel were more or less infected, and 
they never failed to import it to this 
country when conditions were ripe on 
this side for its propagation. 

But today Havana is free from yel-

bales. Now, with the large crops re- 
cently made, these figures look small. 
Suppose we reduce the decrease in 
acreage from 8 per cent to 5 per cent, 
and put it at 21,885,000 acres. Taking 
Mr. Neill’s estimate of the largest 
yield per acre ever made, say 51-100 
of a bale, and it gives us as the crop 
of 1899-1900, 11,161,000 bales. This 
vield per acre, however, for the com- 
ing year is an absurdity. ‘The aver- 
age yleld for the past eighteen years 
would not be an unreasonable estl- 
mate, and this would produce a 
crop of 8,525,150 bales. But wishing 
to arrive at the truth ag nearly as 
possible, let ug say that the present 
crop will be 10 per cent above an 
average, that is 43-100 of a bale per 
acre. We will. then have a crop of 
only 9,410,650 bales, and it would take 
a yield per acre which has only been 
exceeded twice in this history of cot- 
ton growing. A crop of 10,000,000 
bales, therefore, would appear to be 
a laree estimate for 1899-1900, with 
probabilities favoring 9,500,000 bales. 
These figures based on the best estab- 
lished acreage, and of the known av- 
erage yield of cotton, bring ug within 
the figures set up by Mr. George W. 
Truitt, of Georgia, as being the prob- 
able crop, and hence we are forced to 
say again, that as between Mr. Neill 
and Mr. Truitt, we will be compelled 
to stand by the Georgian all the time. 

Having discussed this question at 
so much length, we must dismiss it as 
unworthy of further attention, because 
it is not our purpose to engage in a 
discussion with professional cotton 
guesserg who are in the market repre- 
senting conflicting interests as 
against the farmer, but we will come 
to the real point which we have in 
view, and that is the interest of the 
cotton raiser. The possibility of 
such conflict over crop prospects could 
only be possible while the producer 
lived on one continent, and the con- 
sumer lived on another.

At- 
tornéy Porter King, for the defense, as- 
erted that certain of these alleged petl- 
toners had stated that they did not under 
stand that the matter was to be brought 
before the state, but that hearing was 
to be made before the city council of 
Atlanta.

“T have been deeply interested,’ 
member of the committee lately, ‘in the 
introduction of manual training in our 
schools, and at the suggestion of a prom- 
inent member of the board, I have studied 
tbe methods pursued in the lines of man- 
val training introduced in other school 
systems. 

“T confess I was not enthusiastic over 
the subject at first; it seemed to me an 
unnecessary experiment and like many 
others, I was ready to condemn, on the 
principle that ‘it was best to let well 
enough alone.’ But now I belfeve that the 
industrial training proposed by the board 
far from taking from the curriculum of 
the public school as it now is, will add 
to and strengthen it. 

“During a recent trip north I visited a 
number of well-known institutions where 
industrial training thas been adopted, and 
after discussing the results with well- 
known educators, I become convinced 
that the adoption of manual training in 
Atlanta’s public schools, is simply a4 
movement in touch with modern prog- 
Tess, and one necessary in the proper 
educational development of the children 
of today. I belleve further,” she contin- 
ued, ‘‘that the proposed experiment of a 
kindergarten class of some of the schools 
in acceptance of an offer made by the 
Kindergarten <Associatfon to defray the 
expenses of such an experiment, will 
bring about very much sooner than has 
been expected the incorporation of the 
kindergarten in the public schools.”’ 

On invitation of Mr. Hoke Smith, presi- 
dent of the board of education, the ladies’ 
visiting committee will attend the normal 
Classes that will be conducted next week 
by Professor Branson, and which will be 
attended by all the public school teachers. 

The committee is doing all in its power 
to familiarize itself with the methods at 
present adopted in the ‘schools; also to 
bring itself in sympathetic touch with the 
teachers in order that it may intelligently 
fufill its important offices.
